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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


During  the  year  1992,  the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Selectmen  have  witnessed 
many  changes.  The  year  began  with  good  news  with  the  announcement  that 
Acushnet  Company  would  be  purchasing  the  former  AT&T  Building,  located 
on  the  south  side  of  Bridge  Street.  This  53  acre  site  will  become  the  Interna- 
tional Headquarters  for  Acushnet  Company/Foot  Joy  Worldwide.  Following  the 
Town  Meeting  vote  to  change  the  zoning  to  Industrial,  Acushnet  Company  pur- 
chased the  219,000  square  foot  building  and  began  Phase  I renovations.  During 
December,  more  than  300  employees  were  relocated  from  New  Bedford,  Dart- 
mouth, Acushnet  and  Brockton  into  the  east  wing.  In  Phase  II  scheduled  for 
1993,  the  west  wing  will  be  renovated  for  research  and  development.  Phase  III 
will  be  the  construction  of  an  estimated  175,000  square  foot  warehouse  for 
storage  and  distribution.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  very  pleased  that 
Acushnet  Company  has  selected  Fairhaven  for  its  headquarters  and  the  reten- 
tion and  expansion  of  jobs  that  will  come  to  the  Fairhaven  area.  The  Board 
would  like  to  thank  all  State  and  Local  Officials  who  assisted  Acushnet  Com- 
pany in  their  acquisition. 

During  1992,  Fairhaven  also  became  home  to  the  first  Wal-Mart  store  to  be 
located  in  Massachusetts.  Located  in  Fairhaven  Commons  Mall,  this  93,000 
square  foot  building  will  employee  200-300  full  and  part-time  employees.  The 
Town  is  also  experiencing  growth  in  the  expansion  of  K-Mart  which  has  con- 
structed a new  Auto  Repair  Center  and  in  1993  will  open  a new  30,000  square 
foot  addition.  The  year  also  brought  the  first  Wendy’s  to  the  Greater  New  Bed- 
ford area,  with  the  construction  of  this  restaurant  in  the  Fairhaven  Commons. 

Fairhaven  also  became  home  to  Abby’s  Hallmark,  Pockets,  Carousel  Skat- 
ing Center  and  new  restaurants  such  as  Seafood  Fresco  and  Patti-Cakes. 

While  unemployment  remains  high  in  the  Greater  New  Bedford  area, 
Fairhaven  witnessed  in  1992,  a growing  confidence  in  private  business  relocat- 
ing to  our  Town.  This  change  of  attitude  appears  to  be  expanding  the  Town’s 
tax  base  and  the  opportunity  for  new  jobs  for  our  citizens. 

Serious  financial  problems  still  exist  at  both  the  State  and  Local  levels.  The 
Town  has  experienced  three  years  of  local  aid  cutbacks  and  the  inability  of  the 
State  to  pay  its  obligations.  The  State  again,  failed  to  make  any  reimbursement 
payments  for  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  Expansion  and  for  other  sewer 
projects.  Fairhaven  is  currently  owed  more  that  $1.0  million  dollars.  The  State’s 
inability  to  make  timely  reimbursement  payments  has  resulted  in  the  Town  bor- 
rowing money  needlessly. 

Fairhaven  is  faced  with  a financial  situation  where  little  new  revenue  is 
available  yet  expenses  for  health  insurance,  worker’s  compensations,  mandatory 
landfill  closures,  recycling,  etc.  will  result  in  less  money  being  available  for 
services,  to  you,  the  resident.  Town  buildings,  street  repairs,  improved  educa- 
tion and  sewer  and  water  issues  can  not  be  addressed  without  funding.  Both  the 
Federal  and  State  Government  have  either  reduced  or  eliminated  funding  for 
these  purposes. 

The  year  1992  also  brought  Government  changes.  The  Annual  Town  Elec- 
tion resulting  in  Mr.  John  T.  Haaland  winning  the  April  Election  over  incum- 
bent Joseph  Cataldo,  Jr.  Mr.  Haaland  at  age  24,  is  the  youngest  person  ever 
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elected  as  Selectman.  With  the  election  of  Mr.  Haaland,  each  Selectman  is  in 
his  or  her  first  term.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Cataldo 
for  his  six  years  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  for  more  than  twenty-five  years 
of  public  service  on  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  other  Town  Committees. 

In  February  1992,  Police  Chief  Peter  F.  Barcellos  retired  after  thirteen 
years  as  Chief  and  thirty-three  years  as  a member  of  the  Police  Department. 
The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Chief  Barcellos  for  dedicated  years  of  service 
on  behalf  of  the  residents  of  Fairhaven. 

Lt.  Donald  Joseph  became  Acting  Police  Chief  and  in  September  Sgt.  Ste- 
phen L.  Foster,  Jr.  was  sworn  in  as  Chief.  Chief  Foster  at  age  35,  is  the  youn- 
gest Chief  in  the  history  of  Fairhaven  and  will  lead  Fairhaven’s  finest  into  the 
Twenty-first  Century. 

The  Police  Department  also  experienced  the  death  of  Patrolman  Charles 
Parent.  Officer  Parent  dedicated  eighteen  years  of  his  life  in  the  service  of  the 
Town  and  will  be  missed. 

The  year  1992  also  brought  the  announcement  that  Fire  Chief  Donald  Ber- 
nard will  be  retiring  in  February  1993. 

The  May  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  December  10th  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing provided  funding  for  the  following  Capital  Projects; 

1.  Route  240  Water  Transmission  Line  $520,000 

2.  West  Island  Water  Main  Extension  $320,000 

3.  Water  Corrosion  Control  $260,000 

4.  School  Roof  Repairs  $450,000 

The  Town  also  purchased  a new  ambulance  for  the  Police  Department  and 
performed  structural  repairs  to  Union  Wharf. 

During  August,  the  Fairhaven  Little  League  and  Sister  City  Committee 
hosted  a baseball  exchange  with  our  Sister  City  Tosashimizu,  Japan.  Fifteen 
Little  League  players  along  with  coaches  and  parents  visited  Fairhaven  for  a 
week.  During  their  stay,  six  baseball  games  were  played  against  Little  League 
teams  from  Fairhaven  and  the  three  Little  Leagues  from  New  Bedford;  South 
End,  Whaling  City  and  Greater  New  Bedford.  While  language  and  culture  may 
be  different,  it  was  quite  apparent  that  youth  can  over  come  any  barriers.  Be- 
sides baseball,  sight  seeing  and  functions,  the  high  point  for  the  Japanese  Little 
Leaguers  was  attending  a Red  Sox  Game  at  Fenway  Park.  This  Little  League 
exchange  should  strengthen  ties  with  Tosashimizu  and  should  foster  other  ex- 
changes and  tourism  to  this  area. 

A new  Tourism  Committee  has  been  formed  in  Town  and  has  been  very 
active  in  promoting  Tourism.  A new  Town  map  has  been  developed  and  the 
committee  hopes  to  develop  a calendar  of  events  for  the  coming  year. 

Fairhaven  was  also  able  to  obtain  a $50,000  EPA  Grant  to  study  water 
pollution  problems  in  the  Sconticut  Neck  Area.  This  study  will  identify  water 
pollution  sources  and  provide  potential  solutions.  Once  completed,  the  Town 
should  be  eligible  to  obtain  additional  funds  for  possibly  expanding  the  sewer 
system  to  homes  in  the  Sconticut  Neck  area. 

A set  of  traffic  lights  were  installed  at  Bridge  Street  and  Route  6 by  the 
owners  of  Fairhaven  Commons.  These  traffic  lights  should  provide  easier  ac- 
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cess  to  the  shopping  malls,  while  also  eliminating  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
intersections  in  Town. 

It  appears  that  1992  was  the  beginning  of  change  for  the  better  with  new 
business  and  new  jobs  being  developed.  With  the  election  of  a new  President,  it 
is  hoped  that  1993  will  be  a step  forward  for  Fairhaven  and  the  residents. 

With  limited  new  revenues  available,  additional  belt  tightening  will  be  re- 
quired. Your  input  and  support  is  needed.  Please  get  involved.  If  you  are  will- 
ing to  serve,  please  contact  the  Selectmen’s  Office.  You  can  make  a difference.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Board  of  Assessors  has  completed,  which  now  appears  to  have  been, 
another  typical  year. 

We  begin  each  year,  with  the  anticipation,  that  somehow  the  new  year  will 
be  a smooth,  uneventful  year  in  which,  with  some  continuity,  and  staffing  ex- 
pertise, mandatory  work  will  be  completed  and  real  estate  tax  bills  will  be 
issued  timely  (by  October  1)  without  undue  stress,  late  night  hours  and  work 
weekends. 

In  July  the  Board  of  Assessors  accepted  with  regret,  the  resignation  of 
Assistant  Assessor  Paul  A.  Matheson,  111,  MAA.  Mr.  Matheson  had  accepted 
the  position  of  Director  of  Assessing  in  the  Town  of  Bourne.  In  August,  Mary 
Ann  Hawk,  Part-time  Assessor,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  position,  thereby  creat- 
ing a vacancy  on  the  Board.  Patrick  Flinn  was  appointed  as  the  Part-time  As- 
sessor. In  December,  Full-time  Senior  Clerk,  Cheryl  Forand  resigned  to  accept 
the  Part-time  Senior  Clerk  position  in  the  Tax  Collector’s  Office. 

By  October  1992,  work  was  completed  on  the  1991  Building  Permits,  and 
the  Sales  Ratio  Analysis  of  all  1991  sales  for  the  Fiscal  1993  State  Mandated 
Revaluation.  After  receiving  approval  of  proposed  values  from  the  Department 
of  Revenue,  Public  Hearings  were  held  for  those  taxpayers  who  wanted  to  re- 
view their  new  proposed  property  valuations.  Print-outs  of  their  properties  were 
given  to  taxpayers,  which  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  I would  like  to 
encourage  any  taxpayer,  who  has  not  reviewed  their  property  record,  to  visit  the 
Assessors  Office  and  request  one.  Final  Certification  was  received  by  the  De- 
partment of  Revenue  and  The  Classification  Hearing  was  held.  The  Tax  Rate 
was  then  set  and  approved.  The  Tax  Collector  issued  the  Fiscal  1993  Tax  Bills 
on  November  13.  The  Board  received  Applications  for  Abatement  from  120 
taxpayers.  Property  values  were  reduced  relative  to  the  1991  Market.  All  Com- 
mercial Properties  were  reviewed  by  Commercial  Consultant,  Francis  Ryan. 
The  largest  issue  with  the  taxpayers  appeared  to  be,  their  Taxes  had  increased 
more  than  2 1/2  %.  Proposition  2 1/2  states  the  community  cannot  increase 
spending  more  than  2 1/2  % over  the  prior  year. 

On  November  12,  1992,  Jeanne  C.  Reedy  was  honored  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Association  of  Assessing  Officers,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Anthony’s 
Pier  IV,  by  being  selected  to  receive  the  Past  Presidents’  Award.  This  Award  is 
given  Annually  to  an  Assessor  for  “His/Her  Outstanding  Contribution  To  The 
Assessing  Profession  And  Dedication  To  The  Field  of  Assessing.”

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


Sewer  work  on  Weeden  Road  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of 
the  resurfacing  overlay.  Sewer  betterment  plans  have  been  filed  with  the  Regis- 
try of  Deeds.  When  the  overlay  is  completed  the  betterment  fee  will  be  as- 
sessed. 

West  Island  Phase  I and  II  water  main  installation  has  been  completed. 
Phase  I was  installed  by  Southeast  Construction  of  Rehoboth,  MA  and  Phase  II 
was  installed  by  Weswal  Construction  of  Westwood,  MA.  Approximately  half 
of  West  Island  remains  to  have  water  mains  installed. 

A 16”  water  main  has  been  installed  in  Route  240  and  Boston  Hill  Road. 
This  will  provide  additional  fire  flow  protection  for  the  center  of  Town.  The 
Water  Tower  on  Washington  Street  may  now  be  disassembled. 

Water  corrosion  plans  have  been  prepared  by  DeFeo,  Wait  and  Pare  Engi- 
neering for  Tinkham  Lane  and  Wolf  Island  Road  Pumping  Stations.  Construc- 
tion is  expected  to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1993. 

A recycling  article  was  defeated  at  the  December  1992  Special  Town 
Meeting  which  would  have  allowed  curbside  recycling.  The  Recycle  Facility  on 
Bridge  Street  remains  open  with  voluntary  recycling.  Current  recyclable  items 
are  colored  and  clear  glass,  newspaper,  cardboard,  tin,  aluminum,  plastics  1 and 
2,  used  motor  oil,  leaves,  lead  batteries  and  metal.  All  recycle  items  are  re- 
cycled thru  A.W.  Martin  Recyclers  of  New  Bedford. 

In  June  of  1992  the  Landfill  began  to  accept  outside  trash  for  a fee.  The 
revenue  generated  will  be  used  to  cap  the  landfill  which  is  scheduled  to  be 
closed  by  the  end  of  1993. 

Tilcon-Capaldi  Construction  of  Providence,  RI  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  the  reconstruction  of  Washington  Street.  As  part  of  the  project,  repairs  or 
replacement  to  sidewalks  and  curbing  will  allow  for  handicap  access  from  Main 
Street  to  Kmart  along  Washington  Street.  A 49”  x 33”  oval  storm  drainage  pipe 
was  installed  in  Rotch  Street  to  alleviate  the  flooding  of  Washington  Street, 
Rotch  Street  and  Center  Street.  Construction  should  be  completed  in  the  spring 
of  1993. 

The  Highway  Department  began  the  reconstruction  of  Hedge  Street,  Mag- 
nolia Avenue  and  Nicholas  Street.  The  North  Fairhaven  Drainage  Study  was 
awarded  to  Tibbetts  Engineering  of  New  Bedford.  The  study  will  be  completed 
soon. 

The  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  on  December  21,1 992  advertised 
for  bids  to  rehabilitate  the  long  awaited  refurbishing  of  the  New  Bed- 
ford/Fairhaven  Bridge.  The  reconstruction  will  be  in  three  phases.  Phase  I and 
III  will  allow  traffic  to  travel  across  the  bridge  with  one  lane  of  traffic  in  each 
direction.  Phase  I and  III  will  be  approximately  six  months  each.  Phase  II  will 
only  allow  navigational  traffic  and  will  take  approximately  eight  months.  De- 
tour routes  are  via  Main  Street,  Adams  Street,  Alden  Road  and  Route  240. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.  We  also  thank  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  their  support  and  dedication. 

Mr.  David  Szeliga  resigned  his  position  on  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  He 
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has  served  the  Town  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  well  with  his  many  years 
of  service.  We  would  like  to  thank  him  for  his  service. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Marc  Scanlon  who  served  as  interim 
commissioner  on  the  Board  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Manuel  Correira. 

The  Board  welcomed  Mr.  Arthur  Oliveira  as  an  interim  member  to  the 
Board.  He  will  fill  the  remaining  term  of  Mr.  Szeliga.

1992  Was  a year  of  plusses  and  minuses  for  Fairhaven  E.M.A.  Our  organi- 
zational name  was  changed  from  Fairhaven  Civil  Defense  to  Fairhaven  Emer- 
gency Management  agency  in  compliance  with  State  and  Federal  guidelines. 
We  also  welcomed  a new  director  and  several  new  members,  to  further  im- 
prove our  efficiency  and  service.  Fairhaven  E.M.A.  performed  our  customary 
assistance  to  various  town  departments,  civic  groups,  and  associations  as  well 
as  our  regular  weekend  and  holiday  assistance  to  the  Police  and  Fire  depart- 
ments. E.M.A.  members  logged  a record  8,500  VOLUNTEER  man  hours  in 
service  to  the  town  this  past  year. 

Though  our  membership  is  growing  and  improving  our  equipment  is  not. 
Due  to  budget  constraints  we  did  not  obtain  any  vehicles  this  year.  We  have 
had  to  make  due  with  second-hand  antiquated  equipment,  often  taxing  our  vehi- 
cles to  the  limit.  A long  hard  look  will  have  to  be  taken  at  our  vehicles  (none 
of  which  is  newer  than  1983)  to  determine  how  we  can  continue  in  the  coming 
year. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  all  town  departments  for  their  co-operation  this 
past  year.  Our  special  Best  Wishes  to  Police  Chief  Barcellos  and  Fire  Chief 
Bernard  on  their  retirements.  We  sincerely  hope  that  with  new  and  continued 
cooperation  for  1993  we  can  continue  to  provide  the  services  the  Town  of 
Fairhaven  deserves.

The  Sanitary  Landfill  has  seen  many  changes  this  year.  We  completed 
Phase  II  of  the  landfill  and  are  now  placing  trash  in  Phase  1A  and  IB.  Under 
Phase  1A  and  IB  the  landfill  has  been  taking  outside  trash  at  a fee  to  help  raise 
money  for  the  future  closure  costs.  We  will  continue  this  operation  thru  most  of 
1993. 

SEMASS  continues  to  take  Town  of  Fairhaven  burnable  trash  converting  it 
to  energy.  All  metals  are  being  recycled  at  the  landfill. 

The  Recycle  Center  continues  to  run  well  with  good  participation  from  the 
public.  We  are  currently  recycling  newspaper,  cardboard,  glass,  plastics,  alumi- 
num and  metals. 

The  leaf  and  grass  composting  area  has  produced  some  fine  loam  and  is 
being  given  to  the  public  for  use  as  loam  or  mulch. 

The  1984  Caterpillar  816B  Compactor  is  in  good  running  condition.  The 
compactor  has  just  had  major  work  on  the  wheels  with  new  crushing  caps 
welded  in  place. 

The  1990  Caterpillar  963  Track  Loader  is  in  good  running  condition.  The 
loader  has  had  a new  undercarriage  and  tracts  installed  this  year. 

The  refuse  contractor,  ABC  Disposal,  continues  to  do  a fine  job  and  re- 
ceives good  reports  from  the  public. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  at  the  Landfill  and  Recycle  Center  for  their 
cooperation  and  a job  well  done.

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  during  1992.  SRPEDD  (pronounced 
sir-ped)  is  a locally  run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

It  continues  to  be  a difficult  period  for  local  government  in  Massachusetts, 
with  the  fiscal  crisis  and  the  economic  recession  providing  double  trouble  for 
the  region.  We  spent  a considerable  part  of  1992  on  these  two  issues,  working 
on  regional  approaches  to  both  problems. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  was  represented  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  by  Wayne  Fostin  and  Raymond  Fleurent.  The  Joint 
Transportation  Planning  Group  representative  was  Wayne  Fostin. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’ s more  significant  accomplishments  in  1992  were: 

• Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improve- 
ment Program  (TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
(OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for 
transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

• Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corpo- 
ration, which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1992, 
SEED  approved  loans  to  15  small  businesses  in  the  amount  $2  million. 
These  loans  are  projected  to  create  87  new  jobs  and  will  result  in  the 
investment  of  over  $3.5  million  from  private  sources. 

• SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development 
projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be 
addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  28  such  projects,  commenting  on 
the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and 
other  development-related  issues. 

• 13  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure 
consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

• SRPEDD  conducts  a districtwide  traffic  counting  program  and  main- 
tains a computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period 
1980  to  the  present  throughout  the  region. 

• SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as 
route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  per- 
sons and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

• SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  13 
towns  and  has  provided  pavement  management  assistance  to  6 towns. 
Fairhaven  participates  in  both  programs. 

• Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  organized  the  third  Earth- 
lab  Conference  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College  in  November. 

• SRPEDD  organized  a regional  economic  development  coordinating  ef- 
fort in  Bristol  & Plymouth  Counties  called  the  Massasoit  Compact. 

• SRPEDD  participates  actively  with  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  in  the 
multi-agency  effort  to  clean  up  and  preserve  Buzzards  Bay. 

• SRPEDD  set  up  a new  Data  Center  to  coordinate  information  gather- 
ing and  dissemination  to  the  public.  Its  first  task  was  to  update  the 
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Southeastern  Massachusetts  Fact  Book,  which  contains  data  on  all  as- 
pects of  the  region. 

• After  an  absence  of  several  years,  the  municipal  assistance  program 
was  resumed  in  1992.  The  principal  activities  are  a reference  library  of 
municipal  zoning  and  land  use  regulations,  a catalogue  of  state  grant 
programs  and  a municipal  advice  workshop  to  be  held  in  the  spring 
1993. 

• SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Technical  Assis- 
tance (OTA)  to  establish  a Southeastern  Massachusetts  Source  Reduc- 
tion Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  is  made  up  of  representa- 
tives from  fifteen  local  businesses  and  three  Chambers  of  Commerce 
and  will  address  industrial  use  and  production  of  hazardous  materials 
in  the  manufacturing  process. 

• SRPEDD  is  undertaking  the  development  of  a regional  multi-modal 
transportation  plan  which  is  mandated  by  the  federal  Intermodal  Sur- 
face Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA). 

• Under  development  is  a region-wide  travel  demand  model  which  will 
simulate  traffic  conditions  into  the  21st  century. 

8 SRPEDD  obtained  in  1992  a Geographic  Information  System  which 
greatly  enhances  our  ability  to  manipulate  data  and  produce  thematic 
maps. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  in  1993.

People 

Our  Children’s  and  Youths’  Services  Librarian,  Jacqueline  Newton,  re- 
ceived her  Master’s  degree  in  Library  and  Information  Studies  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Rhode  Island.  Our  Stacks  Supervisor,  Ann  Margaret  Richard,  received  a 
Bachelor’s  degree  in  Anthropology/Sociology  from  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts at  Dartmouth.  Our  Treasurer,  George  Bunnell,  was  awarded  the 
Trustee  Of  The  Year  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Library  Trustees  Associa- 
tion. This  was  a well-deserved  honor  as  he  has  been  treasurer  of  the  Board  as 
well  as  an  active  advocate  of  the  Library  since  1967. 

Phyllis  McClain,  Cal  Thornton,  Florence  Whalley,  Ursula  Mikciajczak,  J. 
Richard  Early,  Pat  DeSouza  volunteered  their  time  on  a regular  basis  to  con- 
tinue the  project  of  entering  our  collection  into  the  computerized  catalog.  Mike 
Francis  helped  us  move  books  in  the  basement — a Herculean  task. 

Virginia  Carey  and  Norbert  Cruz  both  resigned  from  the  Board  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  We  are  grateful  to  them  for  their  loyal  interest  and  support.  Myra 
Lopes  was  welcomed  as  a new  Trustee — she  has  always  been  an  advocate  for 
the  library  and  reading  and  will  now  do  this  in  an  official  capacity. 


Library  Services 

In  addition  to  the  regular  books  and  magazines,  we  added  videos  and  audio 
cassettes.  We  assisted  visually  impaired  people  in  obtaining  Talking  Books  and 
we  also  have  an  extensive  Large  Print  section.  We  also  put  together  collections 
of  books  for  loan  to  nursing  homes.  Our  travel  section  was  expanded  as  well  as 
our  collection  of  materials  on  how  to  write  resumes  and  look  for  jobs.  The 
library  is  open  55  hours  a week  and  employs  4 full-time  library  staff,  1 full- 
time custodian,  and  6 part-time  staff  members. 


Historical  Research  Department 

The  volunteers  in  this  important  department,  headed  up  by  Dorothea  Pauli 
and  Ernestine  Locke,  included  Sheila  Callaghan,  Alice  Rapp,  and  Cynthia  Mc- 
Naughten.  They  have  been  busy  inventorying  the  print  materials  and  historical 
objects  in  the  Research  Room.  Besides  this  there  were  the  usual  (and  unusual) 
requests  for  historical  and  genealogical  information.  For  example,  they  discov- 
ered the  existence  of  a “Fairhaven  Hospital,”  found  information  on  a long-lost 
relative  for  someone  in  Australia,  and  engaged  in  a “lively  correspondence” 
with  Grinnell  descendants  in  California,  where  the  family  had  moved  during 
the  Gold  Rush. 

We  also  rebound  many  old,  decrepit  books  which  had  been  languishing  in 
the  Library  and  Town  Hall.

Children’s  And  Youths’  Services  Department 

Programs  for  children  and  youth  were  provided  by  a diverse  group  of  peo- 
ple— from  the  library  staff,  to  local  volunteers,  to  noted  entertainers.  Partici- 
pants in  all  these  events  totaled  about  800.  Preschool  story  hour  children  en- 
joyed a visit  from  three  Nichols  House  residents.  In  addition,  275  students, 
scouts,  and  preschoolers  came  to  the  library  on  field  trips.  Mrs.  Jacqueline 
Newton,  the  Children’s  Librarian,  visited  52  classrooms  and  attended  profes- 
sional conferences  and  regional  network  meetings. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Fairhaven  Reading  Enrichment  program,  a “Book- 
A-Day,  Adopt-A-Book”  Read-A-Thon,  complete  with  a sundae  party  was  spon- 
sored by  the  library  for  50  preschoolers. 


Reference  Room 

Our  collection  of  phonograph  records,  most  of  them  very  old  and  damaged, 
was  disbanded  and  the  Lewin  Room  now  houses  the  reference  books.  This 
move  has  allowed  us  to  keep  reference  books  together  instead  of  scattered  in 
small  collections  throughout  the  building.  We  also  updated  many  titles. 


Colyar  Exhibit 

The  exhibit  that  stimulated  the  most  interest  was  one  of  paintings  by  Pau- 
line Meyer  Colyar  (1873-1928),  an  artist  who  lived  in  New  Bedford.  Many 
people  who  came  to  see  these  small  masterpieces  reported  that  they,  too,  owned 
some  Colyar  works,  but  did  not  realize  their  importance.  We  hope  to  exhibit 
more  works  by  local,  particularly,  women  artists. 


Bus  Tours 

The  Library  sponsored  two  more  bus  tours — one  to  Concord,  where  we 
visited  sites  associated  with  Thoreau,  Emerson,  and  Hawthorne,  and  one  to 
Salem,  where  we  visited  the  Peabody  Museum  and  the  House  of  Seven  Gables. 
Next  year  we  will  try  to  provide  trips  to  other  literary  places. 


Visitors 

We  had  many  Japanese  visitors,  including  a Little  League  team  from  our 
Sister  City,  Tosashimizu. 

This  year  our  guest  book  was  signed  by  visitors  from  Nepal,  Belgium, 
Canada,  Holland,  England,  Brazil,  Germany,  France,  Norway,  Scotland, 
Czechoslovakia,  New  Zealand,  Portugal,  Italy,  Bolivia,  and  Peru,  as  well  as  by 
people  from  all  over  the  United  States. 
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Donations 

The  library  was  fortunate  to  receive  donations,  both  for  books  and  of 
books,  and  other  objets  d’art  from  many  individuals  and  organizations.  These 
gifts  enable  us  to  keep  up  with  information  demands  in  tough  times. 


Building 

Our  security  system  underwent  a major  upgrade  and  a complete  photo- 
graphic inventory  has  been  done,  courtesy  of  Trustee  Ed  Lefkowicz.  This  will 
provide  more  control  over  our  art  and  artifacts. 

The  library  lawn  had  been  severely  damaged  several  years  ago  by  ma- 
chines used  in  work  done  on  the  building.  This,  along  with  drought  and  the 
digging  up  of  an  old  oil  tank  on  the  grounds,  made  reseeding  the  lawn  a prior- 
ity maintenance  project. 


Computerized  Catalog 

The  computer  network  we  have  belonged  to  for  the  past  several  years 
(Southeastern  Automated  Libraries)  is  constantly  being  upgraded.  This  net- 
work— S.E.A.L. — links  the  collections  of  Fairhaven,  New  Bedford,  Dartmouth, 
Fall  River,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  Acushnet,  Westport,  Wareham,  Swansea, 
Somerset,  and  Carver.  Joining  us  as  full  members  at  the  end  of  the  year  were 
Bristol  Community  College  and  Durfee  High  School,  whose  collections  will 
eventually  be  available  to  our  patrons.  A community  calendar  is  now  available 
on  the  public  catalog  terminal.  Organizations  will  be  able  to  put  in  addresses, 
contact  persons,  etc.  as  well  as  the  dates  of  their  special  events. 


Statistics 

The  numbers  of  items  loaned  during  FY92  rose  again  to  112,067 — which 
is  a very  high  figure  for  us.  In  looking  back  over  the  old  records,  we  discovered 
that  the  highest  circulation  figures  have  coincided  with  the  worst  economic 
times.  The  highest  Millicent  circulation  was  134,826  in  1933  during  the  De- 
pression. Registered  borrowers  in  Fairhaven  now  number  4,349  adults  and 
2,286  children.  In  FY92,  we  loaned  2,037  items  to  other  libraries  and  borrowed 
2,400  from  other  libraries. 

We  have  begun  a formal  planning  process  which  is  a prerequisite  for  future 
Federal  grant  funding.  This  will  tell  us  a lot  about  how  the  library  is  used  and 
how  it  is  perceived  by  the  public.

Approimately  65  Seniors  enjoy  a nutritious  lunch  at  the  Senior  Center  five 
days  a week  and  102  Meals  on  Wheels  are  delivered  by  volunteers  who  receive 
a stipend. 

The  Social  Day  Program  continues  to  prosper.  This  program  offers  a way 
for  these  elders  living  alone  or  with  working  relatives  to  remain  in  the  dignity 
and  security  of  familiar  surroundings  while  spending  the  day  (or  part  of  the 
day)  in  a supportive  environment  with  their  peers. 

Betty  L.  Ramos  has  been  appointed  as  Assistant  Coordinator  to  Marie  T. 
Tucker  on  04/21/92.  Senior  Aides  are  assigned  various  duties  with  our  clients. 
Nursing  students  from  U-Mass  have  worked  with  our  clients  as  part  of  their 
learning  experiences.  Students  from  SMEC  also  visit  our  clients  bi-weekly  and 
bring  different  projects  to  complete  with  clients.  These  intergenerational  pro- 
grams have  proven  very  successful  for  both  our  seniors  and  the  students. 

Our  handicapped  van  is  running  well.  During  this  year  our  clients  have 
enjoyed  numerous  outings  to  various  stores,  restaurants  and  scenic  attractions. 
Many  thanks  to  Coastline  Elderly  Services  for  donating  this  van  for  our  use. 
Our  clients  participate  in  a variety  of  activities  including  arts  and  crafts,  card 
games,  bingo,  games  of  mind  stimulation,  exercise  and  the  list  goes  on. 

Hours  for  our  program  are  9:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  We  invite  anyone  inter- 
ested in  the  Social  Day  Program  to  stop  by  anytime  during  working  hours  or 
call  the  Council  on  Aging  for  more  information. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  wonderful  people  who  have  volunteered  their  time 
working  with  our  clients;  Catherine  Traubel,  a student  at  U-Mass,  helps  the 
Social  Day  Program  with  various  duties.  Lori  Despres,  a R.N.  at  a Nursing

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


1992  saw  many  important  accomplishments,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the 
opening  of  the  Fairhaven  Academy  as  the  Museum  of  Fairhaven  History. 

Much  work,  however,  preceded  the  opening;  new  locks  were  installed, 
much  of  the  interior  plasterwork  was  repaired  and  painted,  and  most  impor- 
tantly a forced  hot-air  heating  system  was  installed.  This  allows  a more  stable 
environment  for  the  preservation  of  the  interior  Finishes  and  contents  of  the 
building. 

Also,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Voca- 
tional High  School,  and  particularly  through  the  expertise  of  Mr.  George 
Johnson’s  carpentry  students,  an  exact  replica  of  the  original  cupola  was  in- 
stalled on  top  of  the  tower  located  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  In  this  tower  now 
hangs  the  bell  which  was  removed  following  the  1938  hurricane. 

The  dedication,  on  October  18,  was  a success  with  many  in  attendance. 
Following  remarks  and  speeches  by  various  Historical  Commission  and  Histori- 
cal Society  officers,  a plaque  honoring  the  late  Louis  A.  Veilleux  was  presented 
to  his  widow  in  recognition  of  his  work  towards  the  opening  of  the  Museum. 
Since  then,  many  others  have  toured  the  Museum,  and  feedback  continues  to  be 
positive. 

The  Commission  has  also  overseen  various  other  Town  properties,  includ- 
ing Fort  Phoenix,  the  Old  Stone  School  House,  the  former  fire-houses  on 
Washington  and  Spring  St.,  and  the  Moby  Dick  Trail. 

The  House  Plaque  program  also  continues  with  fifteen  owners  of  historical 
homes  researching  their  homes  and  registering  the  information  with  the  Milli- 
cent  Library. 

Finally,  the  Commission  received,  regretfully,  the  resignation  of  Cynthia 
McNaughton  whose  many  hours  of  research  and  hard  work  are  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged.

After  the 
resignation  of  Lynn  Gautreau,  as  Chairperson,  M.L.  Baron  provided  invaluable 
assistance  to  me  as  the  new  Council  Chairperson.  M.L.  in  his  usual  inimitable 
style,  agreed  to  again  produce  the  Christmas  Door  Decorating  Contest  for  the 
Council.  All  of  us  are  grateful  for  his  help.

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


Through  the  end  of  1992,  the  Building  Department  was  still  handling  per- 
mits and  involved  in  rebuilding  after  Hurricane  Bob.  New  housing  starts  were 
slow,  while  the  Town  viewed  the  arrival  of  the  headquarters  of  Titleist  and 
Foot-Joy  Worldwide  at  the  Old  AT&T  building.  Wal-Mart  and  Hallmark 
started  operations  at  Fairhaven  Commons.  K-Mart  completed  its  separate  auto 
center  and  are  in  the  process  of  expanding  its  original  building.  The  number  of 
small  businesses  in  Town  grew  slightly,  occupying  existing  buildings,  reflecting 
a positive  belief  in  the  area’s  economy.  The  Building  Department  was  reduced 
in  staff,  with  the  Deputy  Building  Inspector’s  position  being  discontinued  in 
1992.

The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven,  Inc.  is  a private,  non 
profit  visiting  nurse  association  that  provides  public  health  nursing  to  the  resi- 
dents of  Fairhaven  through  a contractual  agreement. 

We  continue  to  service  many  clients  through  our  health  promotion  home 
visits.  In  1992,  our  nurses  made  286  home  visits.  These  visits  were  to  newborn 
babies,  new  mothers,  residents  with  communicable  disease  and  frail  elderly. 
The  number  of  elderly  people  needing  our  services  continues  to  be  high.  Dur- 
ing 1992,  84%  of  our  home  visits  were  to  people  65  years  of  age  or  older. 

Our  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended.  Our  walk  in  clinic  serviced  over 
1200  clients  and  our  immunization  and  flu  clinics  remain  busy.  This  past  year 
our  nurses  gave  over  1,000  flu  shots.  This  is  an  increase  of  14%  over  last  year. 

We  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  Board  of  Health  this  past  year  and  look 
forward  to  the  coming  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1992  proved  to  be  a challenging  one  for  the  Police  Department. 
Fiscal  constraints,  department  leadership  in  transition,  and  a shortage  of  person- 
nel; combined  with  a high  number  of  calls  to  handle  an  ever  expanding  variety 
of  services,  all  helped  place  an  enormous  burden  on  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Despite  these  additional  challenges  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  ful- 
filled its  obligations  to  the  community,  every  member  performing  to  the  highest 
degree  of  commitment  and  professionalism. 

The  Uniform  Division  responded  to  9,737  calls  for  service  in  1992.  Of 
these  calls,  569  were  motor  vehicle  accidents  which  are  broken  down  as  fol- 
lows:

Despite  the  success  of  overcoming  many  obstacles  in  1992,  other,  more 
daunting,  challenges  lay  ahead  for  1993  and  beyond  if  the  department  is  to 
continue  to  deliver  the  efficient,  professional  and  timely  services  the  townspeo- 
ple expect  and  deserve. 

Adequate  staffing  of  personnel  and  their  increased  and  continuous  training 
in  the  many  aspects  of  today’s  demanding  police  and  emergency  medical  pro- 
fessions is  a must.  Refurbishment  of  the  police  station  to  comply  with  the 
American  Disabilities  Act,  provide  for  the  introduction  of  E-911  and  meet  the 
need  to  protect  officers  and  their  families  against  the  threat  of  infectious  disease 
is  vitally  important.  Finally,  the  introduction  of  data-processing  (computeriza- 
tion) to  speed  and  streamline  department  functions  and  improve  the  ability  to 
protect  officers  and  citizens  alike  is  a need  that  should  be  addressed. 

In  January  1992,  Police  Chief  Peter  F.  Barcellos  retired  after  more  than  32 
years  of  dedicated  service.  In  addition,  1992  saw  the  retirement  of  Officer/De- 
tective Walter  Polchlopek  and  Officer  Richard  Kendall.  These  officers  repre- 
sent many  years  of  faithful  and  dedicated  service  to  the  town  and  its  citizens. 
We  of  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  salute  them  and  wish  them  well. 

On  a sadder  note  the  department  mourns  the  loss  of  Officer  Charles  Parent. 
Officer  Parent  was  admired  and  respected  for  his  abilities  and  compassion  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties.  He  dedicated  more  than  15  years  of  his  life  to 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  and  its  Police  Department  and  his  presence  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Fairhaven  Police 
Department,  the  departments  of  neighboring  communities,  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police,  the  Bristol  County  Sheriffs  Office,  and  the  Office  of  the  Bristol 
County  District  attorney  for  their  assistance. 

Additionally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
all  other  town  boards  and  departments  for  their  assistance  and  support  through- 
out 1992. 

To  the  citizens  of  Fairhaven,  I wish  to  extend  a special  thank  you  for  your 
patience,  cooperation  and  support  of  the  police  department. 

Finally,  I could  not  conclude  this  report  without  expressing  my  sincere 
gratitude  for  the  encouragement  and  support  extended  to  me  from  all  quarters 
upon  my  appointment  as  your  Chief  of  Police.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 


In  1992  we  pumped  501,421,600  gallons  of  water  from  our  well  fields.  Ten 
old  galvanized  house  services  and  fifty  lead  street  services  were  replaced  with 
new  copper  tubing.  There  were  twenty-seven  house  service  leaks  and  five  water 
main  breaks.  Eighty-nine  meters  were  replaced  and  one  hundred  two  new  style 
meters  were  converted  over  with  remote  readers.  One  hundred  forty-six  new 
water  services  were  added  to  the  system.  25,495  feet  of  varying  size  water 
mains  and  thirty-two  new  fire  hydrants  were  added. 

One  hydrant  had  to  be  repaired  because  of  a traffic  accident.  The  Fire 
Department  inspected  and  operated  all  the  fire  hydrants  in  Town  and  any  me- 
chanical problems  reported  were  corrected  by  Water  Department  personnel. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  employees  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

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SEWER  DIVISION 


Performance  of  the  sewage  treatment  plant  was  again  well  within  our  per- 
mit limits,  with  BOD5  and  TSS  levels  of  7.4  mg/1  and  13.9  mg/1  respectively 
(state  and  federal  permit  levels  30  mg/1),  and  an  average  pollutant  removal  of 
90%. 

Mattapoisett  contributed  57,334,464  gallons  of  the  total  801.88  million  gal- 
lons received  at  the  plant  this  year.  In  addition  2,193,000  gallons  of  septic 
waste  from  the  towns  of  Fairhaven,  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Acushnet,  Free- 
town, and  Marion  were  accepted.  The  treatment  process  yielded  548  dry  towns 
of  sludge  which  was  disposed  of  at  the  Bridge  Street  Landfill. 

The  collection  system  staff  oversaw  a total  of  78  new  sewer  installations,  6 
of  which  were  commercial,  and  responded  to  98  residential  emergencies.  Sewer 
main  installation  on  Weeden  Road  and  Weeden  Place  was  completed  this  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  continued  support  and  dedication  to 
the  treatment  plant  and  collection  system.  Without  such  a staff,  the  exceptional 
performance  of  our  equipment  would  not  be  possible.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


Construction  has  seen  some  upswing  in  Fairhaven  during  1992  but  still 
continues  to  lag  in  comparison  to  the  mid  1980’s. 

The  ‘Little  Bay  Estates’  subdivision  plan  on  Sconticut  Neck  has  been  signed 
by  the  board  and  trust  agreements  settled,  which  should  pave  the  way  for  resi- 
dential housing  in  the  near  future.  ‘Lloyd  Farm  Estates’  subdivision  on  Alden 
Road  was  approved  in  March  1992  and  signed  in  April.  A new  ‘Judson  Street 
Subdivision’  off  Gellette  Road  has  been  submitted  and  public  hearings  will  be 
held  shortly.  No  other  residential  project  of  any  size  has  been  realized  in  1992. 

On  the  business  front,  the  new  Wal-mart  store  at  Fairhaven  Commons  and 
the  K-mart  expansion  at  Berdon  Plaza  were  highlights  of  the  year.  In  both 
projects,  board  members  used  extreme  caution  in  protecting  adjacent  residential 
property  and  employing  necessary  traffic  control  procedures. 

The  board  introduced  many  complicated  and  involved  zoning  amendments 
to  the  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting.  After  much  explanation  and  research,  town 
meeting  voted  acceptance  and  planning  board  assistants  inputted  changes  into 
town  computers.  New  editions  were  printed  and  distributed  but  misfortune  struck 
when  Assistant  Attorney  General,  Anthony  Penski,  did  not  approve  revised  laws. 
Public  hearing  advertisement  had  been  two  days  late  which  would  necessitate 
repeating  the  process  at  the  December  10,  1992  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Progress  for  a town  master  plan  has  been  temporarily  delayed  due  to  the 
town’s  financial  situation  and  lack  of  funding  at  the  1992  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing. Flowever,  results  from  the  town  questionnaire  have  been  computerized  and 
printed  into  book  form.  The  board  remains  resolute  in  its  decision  that  con- 
structive change  will  occur  only  with  master  plan  direction. 

A grand  jury  investigation  of  Fairhaven  commons,  united  liquors, 
Fairhaven  village  and  dana  farms  condominiums  was  conducted  by  Assistant 
Attorney  General  David  Bums.  Planning  Board  and  other  departmental  records 
pertaining  to  these  developments  were  summoned  and  produced  from  1976  to 
the  present.  Although  the  objective  of  this  investigation  is  unclear.  Planning 
Board  members  will  continue  to  give  their  full  cooperation  in  all  matters. 

As  a general  rule,  attendance  at  meetings  has  always  been  favorable,  how- 
ever this  year  due  to  long  term  disability  of  certain  members,  the  board  has 
been  forced  to  operate  at  most  meetings  with  a quorum  of  six.  This  constitutes 
a hardship  on  remaining  members  as  special  permit  hearings  leave  no  room  for 
absenteeism.  We  hope  1993  will  bring  changes  in  this  condition  and  offer 
health  improvement  for  all  board  members.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  past  year  (1992)  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department,  like  most  other 
departments,  somehow  managed  to  weather  the  economic  dilemma  which  has 
besieged  us  over  the  last  several  years.  At  the  same  time,  we  have  somehow 
managed  to  maintain  a more  or  less  balanced  budget  as  we  were  in  fact,  re- 
quired to  do. 

Consequently,  this  act  of  inadequate  funding  has  caused  this  department  to 
reach  a virtual  standstill  with  respect  to  sufficient  and  adequate  training  of  our 
firefighters.  Several  areas  of  great  concern  with  respect  to  training  are  such 
important  categories  as  “Sara”,  “Hazardous  Materials”,  “First  Responder  Train- 
ing”, “Firefighter  I,  II,  III  Training”,  which  are  all  clearly  mandated  by  law. 
Needless  to  say,  the  current  practice  of  “hold-the-line”  and  “level  funding  bud- 
geting”, while  in  appearance  offers  the  townspeople  a sense  of  responsible 
management  and  stability,  yet  in  reality  it  has  eroded  the  fire  fighting  effective- 
ness of  this  department  and  its  capabilities.  Our  apparatus  and  its  related  equip- 
ment is  also  suffering  from  lack  of  adequate  funding.  These  two  factors,  more 
than  any  other,  places  the  town  in  a libelous  posture.  Other  matters  of  serious 
concern  is  the  buildings  currently  under  the  control  of  the  fire  department 
which  are  in  need  of  repairs  and  upgrading. 

However  costly  and  painful  the  financial  picture  appears  at  the  time  of  this 
report,  attention  must  certainly  be  given  to  the  areas  mentioned,  especially  that 
of  training.  For  without  proper  on-going  training  of  our  personnel,  we  will  have 
nothing  more  than  ill-equipped  firefighters  and  second-rate  equipment  not  capa- 
ble of  dealing  with  today’s  fire-related  problems  which  also  include  hazardous 
materials. 

It  is  not  only  necessary,  but  essential  that  our  firefighters  receive  proper 
and  adequate  on-going  training  if  we  expect  them  to  execute  the  performance 
of  their  mission,  which  is  the  prevention  of  fire,  the  saving  of  lives  and  prop- 
erty, and  the  mitigation  of  severity  in  cases  of  man-made  as  well  as  natural 
disasters.  I once  again  seek  your  support  in  all  of  these  important  matters. 

In  my  1991  Annual  Report  to  you,  I noted  the  rusted  and  rotting  conditions 
on  our  “work-horse”  (Engine  One,  1975).  The  condition  of  that  engine  contin- 
ues to  worsen  while  estimated  costs  to  repair  have  skyrocketed  from  an  esti- 
mated $40,Q00-$50,Q00  to  an  estimated  figure  of  between  $65,000-$  100,000  or 
even  higher,  depending  on  the  degree  of  refurbishing.  Incidentally,  a compati- 
ble replacement  to  that  particular  pumper  is  estimated  at  between  $175,000- 
$200,000. 

The  present  vehicle  which  we  identify  as  “Rescue  One”  (1979  Mini- 
Pumper)  must  be  replaced.  The  stability  and  safety  factors  surrounding  that 
piece  of  apparatus  is  gravely  suspect  at  this  time.  The  vehicle  itself  is  greatly 
undersized  and  cannot  effectively  carry  all  of  the  necessary  rescue  equipment 
which  may  be  needed  at  the  scene  of  an  emergency  by  our  rescue  personnel  in 
varying  situations.  Perhaps  consideration  might  be  afforded  the  possibility  of 
replacing  the  rescue  vehicle  and  our  Haz-Mat  truck  (former  newspaper  van) 
with  one  modem  rescue  truck  capable  of  serving  a dual  role,  thereby  eliminat- 
ing one  vehicle. 
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On  March  9,  1992,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  voted  to  appoint  Edward 
R.  Williams  as  a permanent  firefighter.  Firefighter  Williams,  a laid  off  firefigh- 
ter from  the  Brockton  Fire  Department  was  selected  from  a Civil  Service  list. 
Firefighter  Wiliams  fills  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Firefighter 
John  Cosmo  in  July  1991. 

As  is  customary,  the  department  would  like  to  publicly  recognize  and 
thank  former  Selectman/Fire  Engineer  Joseph  Cataldo  for  his  devoted  service  to 
this  department  and  the  community  not  only  for  his  efforts  as  an  engineer,  but 
as  a selectman  as  well. 

In  closing,  and  speaking  as  your  Fire  Chief  for  the  last  nine  years,  I have 
announced  my  retirement  from  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department,  which  will  take 
effect  on  February  6,  1993. 

My  twenty-nine  years  of  service  to  the  town  as  a member  of  the  Fairhaven 
Fire  Department  first  as  a Firefighter,  Lieutenant,  Captain,  and  Chief  has  been  a 
rewarding  experience.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  former 
Selectmen  Walter  Silveira,  Earl  Holden,  and  James  Lanagan  who  appointed  me 
to  the  permanent  force  in  1965.  My  special  thanks  are  offered  to  the  many 
town  meeting  members  who,  over  the  years  supported  my  many  requests  to 
funding.  And  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  who  assisted  in  any  way.  I hope  that  I 
shall  be  remembered  as  an  individual  who  “did  his  job”.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  experienced  some  changes  through  1992  both  legisla- 
tively and  politically.  After  twenty-one  years  of  dedicated  service  on  the  Board, 
George  Walmsley,  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  chose  not  to  seek  reelection, 
and  Raymond  Richard  was  elected  to  that  seat.  The  transition  has  been  a com- 
fortable and  amicable  one  thanks  to  the  genuine  interest  in  the  action  of  the 
Board  by  both  parties. 

The  preparation  for  the  eventual  coming  of  mid-Atlantic  strain  of  rabies 
has  occupied  some  time,  as  has  Hepatitus  B prevaccination  procedures.  Pro- 
posed changes  to  Title  V of  the  State  Environmental  Code  for  subsurface  sew- 
age disposal  and  changes  in  food  establishment  inspection  procedures  have 
been  and  continue  to  be  involved.  The  solid  waste  disposal  situation  from  the 
state  to  local  level  has  been  very  active  with  preparation  for  landfill  closure; 
submittal  of  plans  to  DEP  for  upgrading  of  six  acres  of  the  landfill  for  future 
use  by  the  Town  for  nonbumable  items;  SEMASS,  legal  activities  regarding 
tipping  fees  and  usage;  mandatory  curbside  recycling  issues;  and  household 
hazardous  waste  removal. 

Bringing  water  to  West  Island  has  become  a reality  with  plans  to  continue 
that  process  for  the  entire  presently  habitated  areas.  Sewering  of  West  Island 
has  been  a challenge  throughout  the  year  with  funding,  sighting  and  permitting 
remaining  key  issues.  This  will  remain  at  the  forefront  of  the  Board’s  efforts  in 
1993,  and  it  is  the  Board’s  commitment  that  sewering  of  West  Island  will  also 
soon  be  a reality. 

The  required  functions  of  the  office  were  handled  expeditiously.  The  Board 
of  Health  sponsored  many  clinics  throughout  the  year  - childhood  immuniza- 
tion clinics,  geriatric  clinics,  rabies  clinic,  and  the  flu  clinics  which  were  very 
well  attended.  All  of  the  reported  cases  of  communicable  and  reported  disease 
were  investigated  and  handled  in  accordance  with  State  and  Federal  regula- 
tions. Complaints  were  received  and  investigated.  There  were  inspections  of 
food  establishments,  school  and  nursing  home  inspections,  and  minimum  hous- 
ing inspections.  Housing  court  action  was  taken,  percolation  tests  observed, 
subsurface  sewage  system  installations  observed,  as  well  as  water  analyses,  lab 
testing  and  the  like.  Fairhaven  was  chosen  by  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee,  and  Coastal  Zone  Management  to 
have  two  alternative  subsurface  systems  which  are  designed  to  denitrify  efflu- 
ent placed  in  the  Town.  These  are  the  first  of  their  kind  in  Massachusetts,  and 
the  Health  Agent  will  be  directly  involved  in  the  sampling  and  proficiency 
testing  of  the  systems. 

Through  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee,  we  received  a $50,000  En- 
vironmental Protection  Agency  grant  to  study  drainage  water  from  house  lots, 
streets,  drainage  systems  and  parking  lots  in  the  Seaview,  Ocean  and 
Grandview  Avenue  area.  The  intent  is  to  study  flows  and  patterns,  investigate 
and  remediate  where  possible  to  eliminate  Bay  pollution;  and  open  up  more  of 
Little  Bay  to  shellfishing.  The  Health  Agent  will  be  directly  involved  in  this 
two-year  program. 

The  Board  thanks  all  of  those  involved  with  its  operation  in  1992,  and 
particular  mention  to  Dr.  Walmsley  for  his  tireless  efforts  and  concern  and 
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dedication  to  this  office  and  the  Town.  He  has  set  the  pattern  for  involvement 
of  this  Board.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 
CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  1992  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed 
thirty-three  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mos- 
quito breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several 
different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 


Winter  Pre-hatch 

To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the  winter 
months. 


Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding 

To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  lar- 
vae is  present. 


Catch  Basin  Treatment 

To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 


Light  Trapping  Program 

To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number  - a program 
necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  use- 
ful to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be 
sprayed. 


Water  Management 

A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in 
lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  lar- 
vae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesti- 
cides that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environ- 
ment are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are 
practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area. 
We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding 
program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that 
dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  popula- 
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tions.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applica- 
tors that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 

During  the  spring  of  1992  water  levels  in  most  wetland  areas  were  lower 
than  normal  as  a result  of  below  average  precipitation  during  the  winter  and 
spring.  Because  of  many  breeding  sites  having  lower  water  levels  the  spring 
brood  of  mosquitos  was  not  as  heavy  as  in  past  years. 

Although  water  levels  and  mosquito  populations  were  down  the  Mass. 
Dept,  of  Public  Health  was  still  concerned  that  the  EE  virus  could  become  a 
problem  during  the  late  summer.  The  mosquito  control  and  DPH  worked  to- 
gether to  monitor  mosquito  populations  and  keep  abreast  of  any  virus  activity. 
Our  light  traps  as  well  as  those  of  DPH  continued  to  show  lower  populations 
for  the  entire  season  than  originally  expected.  Isolations  of  the  EE  virus  were 
extremely  low  and  there  were  no  reported  cases  of  EE  in  either  horses  or  hu- 
mans in  Bristol  County. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  areas  which  were  mostly  coastal  salt 
marshes  the  1992  mosquito  season  was  relatively  quiet.  Our  tractors  are  cur- 
rently correcting  the  drainage  problems  that  caused  problems  in  these  areas. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular 
spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a total  of  2,439.5  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  1 98  catch  basins  that  were 
found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a total  of 
975  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  5,800  feet 
of  drainage  ditch. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Fairhaven  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in 
the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to 
relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work, 
treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to 
call  our  office.

The  past  year  has  been  both  busy  and  productive.  Eighteen  dogs  and  nu- 
merous cats  were  adopted  through  the  shelter.  With  the  help  and  cooperation  of 
both  of  our  local  newspapers,  we  continue  to  operate  a successful  adoption 
program.  A new  stockade  fence  was  installed  around  the  perimeter  of  the  shel- 
ter replacing  the  old  one  that  was  destroyed  by  hurricane  Bob.  Installation  of 
the  fence  was  provided  courtesy  of  the  highway  department.  Mr.  Raphael  and 
the  crew  providing  the  labor  are  to  be  commended. 

In  the  fall  1992  Massachusetts  had  it’s  first  confirmed  case  of  rabies  in  a 
raccoon.  We  have  submitted  several  animals  for  testing  and  all  so  far  have  been 
negative.  It  is  only  a matter  of  time  before  Fairhaven  experiences  it’s  first  con- 
firmed case  and  once  we  do,  it  will  be  a serious  problem  that  we  will  be  forced 
to  deal  with  for  quite  some  time.  In  response  to  this  threat  to  the  public,  a 
rabies  advisory  committee  has  been  formed  and  plans  for  a structure,  where 
suspected  animals  can  be  quarantined,  are  under  way. 

Once  again  I want  to  thank  the  Police  Dept,  for  their  assistance  and  to 
everyone  who  donated  to  the  shelter  gift  account.

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TOWN  CLERK’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  year  1992  was  a very  busy  one  for  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  We  had  a 
State  Primary  in  March,  Town  Election  in  April,  Fed  Primary  in  September  and 
the  Presidential  Election  in  November.  In  addition  to  the  elections  we  were 
required  to  redistrict  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the  1990  Federal  Census. 
This  proved  to  be  no  easy  fete.  Our  Town  census  did  not  agree  with  the  State 
figures  and  the  lines  in  all  the  precincts  were  changed  in  order  to  equalize  the 
number  of  residents.  We  also  changed  the  polling  places.  While  this  will  be  an 
inconvenience  for  some  it  will  be  savings  for  the  Town  in  the  long  run. 

The  total  residents  in  Fairhaven  is  16,312  and  the  total  registered  voters  is 
9,504.  We  processed  160  births,  219  deaths,  114  marriages  and  issued  1,415 
dog  licenses. 

Total  cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  was  $39,024.05  for  dog  licenses, 
certified  copies,  parking  violations,  Board  of  Appeal  fees,  business  certificates, 
vitals,  and  other  miscellaneous  fees. 

We  implemented  a new  parking  ticket  program  with  Arlington  Data  and 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Unpaid  parking  tickets  are  now  marked  at  the 
registry  and  must  be  paid  before  renewal  of  license  and  registrations.  We  col- 
lected a total  of  $13,505.00  in  parking  fees  in  1992. 

I would  like  to  thank  our  Registrars  of  Voters,  Poll  Workers,  Census  Tak- 
ers, Civil  Defense,  Voting  Machine  Custodians  and  fellow  workers  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  1992,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy  recon- 
structing streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  cleaning  drainage  ditches,  repairing 
manholes  and  catch  basins,  cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt  streets,  repairing 
sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps,  repairing  and  replacing  street  signs,  grass  and 
brush  cutting,  street  sweeping  sanding  and  snow  plowing,  being  the  major  parts 
of  our  work. 

The  Street  Resurfacing  Program  included  the  following  streets: 

• Hedge  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Adams  Street 

• Magnolia  Avenue  from  Main  Street  to  Sycamore  Street 

• Nicholas  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Alden  Road 

All  of  the  above  streets  had  repair  work  done  to  the  sidewalks,  curbing, 
and  drainage  as  needed. 

The  Highway  Department  used  the  “Chip  Seal”  method  of  street  sealing  on: 

• Balsam  Street 

• Bass  Creek  Road 

• Mill  Road 

• Fir  Street 

The  Highway  Department  has  laid  over  1,300  linear  feet  of  new  and  re- 
paired drain  lines  with  manholes  and  catch  basins. 

Potholes  remain  a problem  with  over  150  ton  of  cold  mix  being  used  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Street  sign  vandalism  continues  with  over  100  signs  being  replaced  or  re- 
paired. 

During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operation  we  used  a combination  of 
490  tons  of  sand  and  salt. 

The  Sidewalk  50/50  Participation  Program  continues  to  work  well.  Anyone 
wishing  to  have  sidewalk  or  curbing  work  done  at  their  residence  should  come 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  Office  and  fill  out  an  application. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their  cooper- 
ation and  a job  well  done.

As  required  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  72  Section  4,  I here- 
with submit  my  Annual  Report  covering  the  Fiscal  Year  1992. 


Staffing 

This  past  year  was  one  which  witnessed  a change  in  administrative  person- 
nel in  three  separate  areas. 

As  indicated  in  last  year’s  report,  Mr.  John  Losert  retired  as  Principal  of 
Hastings  Middle  School.  His  successor  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  last 
spring  was  Mr.  Allen  Duarte,  former  Business  Administrator  for  the  system. 
Mr.  Duarte  has  been  an  employee  of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  with  experience  as  a business  teacher,  coach,  attendance 
officer,  vice  principal  and  most  recently  as  Business  Administrator.  We  look 
forward  to  Mr.  Duarte  playing  a vital  role  in  maintaining  a middle  school  phi- 
losophy at  Hastings  Middle  School. 

Insofar  as  Mr.  Duarte  vacated  the  Business  Administrator  position,  it  ne- 
cessitated replacing  him.  Appropriate  advertisement  was  made,  followed  by  a 
screening/interview  process,  and  Mr.  Louis  Rodrigues  was  appointed  as  Busi- 
ness Administrator  to  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools.  Mr.  Rodrigues  is  a resident 
of  Fairhaven  and  comes  to  us  by  way  of  the  M.D.C.  in  Boston  and  brings  with 
him  excellent  skills  in  this  area.  Mr.  Rodrigues  main  responsibility  will  be  in 
the  area  of  development/maintenance  of  all  budgets  and  all  other  noneducatio- 
nal  matters. 

1992  also  saw  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Wayne  Wilson,  Athletic  Director  for 
our  schools  for  eleven  years.  As  most  are  aware,  Mr.  Wilson  was  a former 
basketball  coach  and  also  the  physical  education  instructor  for  all  elementary 
schools  during  the  last  part  of  his  career.  His  replacement  was  named  last 
spring  in  the  person  of  Mr.  David  Medeiros,  English  teacher  at  Fairhaven  High 
School  and  former  track  and  assistant  football  coach.  Mr.  Medeiros  has  been 
employed  by  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  for  twenty-three  years. 

The  most  recent  administrative  change  occurred  this  past  December  in  the 
replacement  of  Dr.  William  Quinlan,  Director  of  Special  Needs  with  Mr.  Ralph 
Tripp,  Special  Needs  Director  in  New  Bedford.  Dr.  Quinlan  had  been  with  the 
Fairhaven  Public  Schools  for  nineteen  years  as  both  Director  of  Special  Needs 
and  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  and  has  been  the  only  Special  Needs 
Director  Fairhaven  has  ever  had.  We  wish  him  well  in  retirement.  Mr.  Tripp 
officially  started  his  new  duties  on  February  1,  1993. 

In  addition  to  these  changes  in  administrative  positions,  we  have  been  for- 
tunate in  being  able  to  start  the  rebuilding  process  and  recall/institute  certain 
positions  due  to  the  receipt  of  additional  state  monies.  The  legislature,  even  in 
the  absence  of  Educational  Reform,  allocated  monies  to  all  communities  within 
the  Commonwealth  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  pupil  plus  E.E.O.  monies.  The 
school  department  in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven’ s share  of  this  largesse  was 
$298,946  ($223,200  Grant,  $75,746  E.E.O.). 
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As  stated  previously,  we  were  able  to  recall/institute  certain  positions  with 
these  monies  in  addition  to  bolstering  programs  which  will  be  addressed  later  in 
this  report.  Relative  to  specific  positions,  they  were  as  follows;  a music  teacher, 
a Reading  Supervisor/Curriculum  Coordinator,  and  two  (2)  social  workers.  The 
music  and  Reading  Supervision  positions  were  those  that  existed  previously  in 
the  system  and  were  cut  3-4  years  ago.  Their  loss  has  had  a dramatic  impact, 
witness  the  lack  of  a high  school  band  and  currently  a lack  of  coordination  of 
reading  programs  in  the  Fairhaven  Elementary  Schools. 

The  two  (2)  social  work  positions  (MSW’s)  are  new  to  the  system.  They 
fill  a need  that  was  identified  as  being  critical  in  that  more  and  more  dysfunc- 
tional families  and  students  require  service  from  the  system.  Due  to  social, 
emotional,  and  other  problems  so  prevalent  in  today’s  society,  more  children 
are  not  prepared  or  able  to  function  in  the  classroom.  Students  and  their  fami- 
lies need  help  if  ever  they  are  to  be  able  to  function  at  school  and  meet  with 
some  measure  of  success. 


Programs 

In  addition  to  the  program  previously  mentioned  (MSW’s),  the  remaining 
monies  from  the  state  were  allocated  as  follows;  approximately  $100,000  was 
spent  on  upgrading  our  technology  (hardware  and  software)  K-12;  $40,000- 
$50,000  was  allocated  to  revising  our  Reading  Curriculum;  the  remaining  mon- 
ies, approximately  $50,000  was  divided  up  among  the  six  (6)  schools  to  meet 
individual/specific  needs  of  each  school. 


Programs/Staffing  Summary 

The  aforementioned  monies  enabled  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  to  start 
rebuilding.  The  losses  in  staffing  and  programs  which  were  sustained  3-4  years 
ago  were  being  felt  increasingly  so  as  each  year  went  by. 

The  absence  of  a high  school  band  has  been  a major  concern  to  the  com- 
munity and  rightly  so.  The  reinstatement  of  an  individual  in  the  music  depart- 
ment will  allow  us  to  start  the  feeder  program  in  elementary  schools  once  again 
and  hopefully  within  the  next  few  years,  the  high  school  will  be  able  to  once 
again  field  a marching  band. 

With  more  and  more  testing  mandates  and  calls  for  accountability,  it  was 
imperative  to  reinstate  the  Reading  Supervisor  position.  All  elementary  students 
should  have  the  opportunity  to  arrive  at  the  Hastings  Middle  School  having 
been  exposed  to  the  same  curriculum.  In  addition,  all  staff  should  be  kept  cur- 
rent in  regard  to  professional  development  and  in-service  programs. 

The  allocation  directed  to  upgrading  our  technology  was  long  overdue. 
Technology  is  moving  so  rapidly  today  that  it  takes  a monumental  effort  to  stay 
current.  All  of  our  hardware  was  becoming  obsolete  and  state  of  the  art  soft- 
ware was  not  in  our  future.  If  we  expect  our  students  to  be  computer  literate 
and  technologically  competitive,  we  must  provide  them  with  appropriate  tools. 
These  monies  have  allowed  us  to  do  so. 
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The  additional  monies  heretofore  mentioned  were  divided  among  the 
schools  to  meet  individual  needs,  i.e.  texts,  aids,  equipment,  etc.  The  concept  of 
site-based  management  was  employed  in  this  area  in  that  each  principal  and 
staff  was  in  the  best  position  to  know  what  their  individual  needs  were. 

It  is  my  intent  to  include  at  least  the  four  (4)  staff  positions  (re)imple- 
mented  this  year  in  this  coming  year’s  budget  request.  Insofar  as  we  have 
started  the  rebuilding  process,  it  would  be  highly  detrimental  to  the  needs  of  the 
students  and  system  to  go  backwards.  Additionally  it  would  be  a waste  of  funds 
regardless  of  the  source  of  monies. 


SPECIAL  NEEDS 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  provide  needed  programs  and  ser- 
vices for  children  with  special  needs.  The  school  department  offers  a wide 
range  of  services  in  all  six  schools  for  children  who  show  need  for  speech, 
hearing,  learning  disabilities  and  development  disabilities  programs.  Each  spe- 
cial needs  student  has  an  Individual  Educational  Plan  which  is  developed  on  an 
annual  basis. 

In  the  past  ten  years,  due  to  state  mandated  requirements  and  changes  in 
federal  law,  the  percentage  increase  in  budgets  for  special  needs  services  has 
been  more  dramatic  than  that  of  the  regular  program.  Nevertheless,  the  school 
department,  faced  with  the  continuing  dilemma  of  balancing  special  education 
demands  with  the  regular  education  budget  services,  has  been  able  to  provide 
meaningful  services  to  the  students  in  the  town. 

In  addition  to  programs  in  our  schools,  additional  students  with  low  inci- 
dence special  needs  handicaps  are  provided  services  in  specialized  out-of-dis- 
trict facilities.  Currently  19  students  are  enrolled  in  the  following  facilities: 
Bradley  Hospital,  Providence;  Valleyhead  in  Lenox;  Kennedy  Donovan  Center, 
New  Bedford;  New  England  Center  for  Autism  in  Framingham;  the  Devereaux 
School  in  Rutland,  MA;  the  Schwartz  Center  in  New  Bedford;  the  Cardinal 
Cushing  School  in  Hanover;  the  Grove  School  in  Connecticut  and  the  Ameri- 
can School  for  the  Deaf  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  Two  additional  students  at- 
tend specialized  programs  in  Taunton  and  New  Bedford,  that  are  not  offered  in 
Fairhaven. 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  also  is  a member  of  the  Southeastern  Massachu- 
setts Educational  Collaborative  (SMEC)  which  serves  selected  students.  In- 
cluded are  programs  for  students  in  need  of  behavior  management  services, 
career  exploration  activities  and  early  childhood  education  programs.  Currently 
35  Fairhaven  students  are  enrolled  in  the  early  childhood  program,  26  in  the 
career  exploration  activity,  one  (1)  in  the  behavior  management  program  and 
seven  in  the  K-2  transition  classroom. 

The  SMEC  special  needs  pre-school  program,  which  is  located  in 
Fairhaven,  does  provide  full  and  half  day  programs  for  students  between  the 
aqes  of  3 and  5.  This  program  has  continued  to  address  special  needs  popula- 
tions at  an  early  age  and  during  the  past  year  an  integrated  pre-school  program 
has  been  developed  as  part  of  the  pre-school  activity.  This  program  will  con- 
tinue to  expand  in  future  years.  The  present  program  housed  at  the  Rogers 
School,  is  innovative  and  productive  for  young  children. 
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The  SMEC  program  at  the  Burt  School  continues  to  provide  career  explo- 
ration and  after  school  work  placements  for  special  education  students.  The 
management  and  K-2  transition  programs  provide  small  group  services  to  stu- 
dents who  require  close  attention  and  support. 

Mainstreaming  activities  which  promote  the  inclusion  of  more  severely 
handicapped  students  into  regular  classroom  settings  are  planned  to  expand  in 
the  town.  Programs  of  this  type  are  being  implemented  at  the  Hastings  Middle 
School  and  Fairhaven  High  School  after  a number  of  successful  mainstreaming 
activities  took  place  at  the  elementary  school  levels  during  the  past  several 
years.  Significant  funds  have  been  set  aside  in  various  federal  grants  to  support 
this  training. 

The  Fairhaven  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory  Council  is  already  planning 
to  meet  with  our  new  Special  Needs  Administrator.  Steps  are  also  underway  to 
continue  to  develop  special  needs  library  material  and  other  information  that 
can  be  shared  with  parents.  The  P.A.C.  participated  in  the  selection  and  screen- 
ing process  for  the  new  SPED  Administrator  and  continues  to  meet  with  the 
School  Committee  when  necessary.  The  P.A.C.  meets  monthly  at  the  Hastings 
Middle  School  and  plans  activities  for  the  year.  All  parents  may  participate  in 
these  activities. 


TESTING 

Fairhaven  students  continue  to  progress  satisfactorily  in  the  various  evalua- 
tion tests  administered  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Education. 
During  the  1991-92  school  year,  no  Basic  Skills  Tests  were  administered  to 
students  in  grades  3,  6 and  9.  These  tests  measured  competency  in  the  areas  of 
Reading,  Mathematics  and  Writing  Skills  but  because  of  fiscal  limitations,  the 
State  did  not  develop  these  tests  during  the  1991-92  school  year. 

The  State  Assessment  program  was  implemented,  however,  and  students  in 
grades  4,  8 and  12  participated  in  the  fourth  testing  program  that  is  developed 
every  two  years.  While  the  tests  themselves  generated  controversy  this  year 
because  of  how  they  were  interpreted,  the  students  from  Fairhaven  continued  to 
meet  the  state  standards. 

The  results  for  grade  4 showed  two  schools  at  or  above  the  State  Averages, 
another  school  was  within  the  range  of  the  State  Average  and  a fourth  school 
was  below  the  range  of  State  Averages.  All  schools  were  at  or  above  K.O.C. 
Averages  which  measure  similar  communities.  The  1992  Grade  4 Averages 
were  consistent  with  those  of  1990. 

At  grade  eight,  scores  were  80  points  below  the  State  Average  in  Reading, 
Math  and  Social  Studies  and  within  the  Average  range  in  Science.  All  areas 
were  at  or  above  K.O.C.  Averages.  All  1992  results  improved  over  the  1990 
scores. 

At  grade  twelve,  all  results  were  at  or  above  State  Averages  and  K.O.C. 
Averages.  There  was  significant  improvement  over  the  1990  results. 

One  other  measure  of  student  success  in  academic  activities  is  in  the  use  of 
the  California  Achievement  Tests  which  are  administered  in  grades  2 through  5 
and  at  grade  8.  The  results  from  the  testing  during  the  1991-92  school  year 
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continue  to  indicate  above  average  class  results  in  the  primary  areas  of  Read- 
ing, Language,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies. 


KINDERGARTEN  ENTRY  AGE  AND  SCREENING 

During  the  1991-92  school  year,  the  Fairhaven  School  Department  contin- 
ued screening  activities  for  new  Kindergarten  entry  age  for  students.  Students 
must  turn  five  by  September  1 of  the  year  that  they  enter  Kindergarten.  A total 
of  148  students  were  screened  in  April,  1992  and  all  students  entered  Kinder- 
garten in  September,  1992. 


CONTRACT  NEGOTIATIONS 

As  of  the  writing  of  this  report  (December,  1992),  the  school  system  is 
involved  in  contract  negotiations  with  seven  (7)  separate  units.  All  units  are 
currently  working  under  extensions  of  last  year’s  contracts.  There  have  been  no 
newly  negotiated  salary  increases  to  date  this  year. 

Hopefully,  most  or  all  of  these  contracts  will  have  been  settled  by  May 
1993  when  Town  Meeting  is  held. 


REGIONALIZATION 

As  you  are  aware,  a Regionalization  Study  Committee  was  authorized  by 
Town  Meeting  last  year  and  as  such  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  Ap- 
pointed were  Mr.  Louis  Kruger,  Mr.  Andrew  Martin  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Man- 
chester (Chairperson). 

To  date  a series  of  meetings  have  been  held  to  examine  the  issue  of  region- 
alization. An  initial  meeting  was  held  with  the  similar  committee  from 
Acushnet,  followed  by  meetings  with  various  groups  in  the  community,  i.e., 
Fairhaven  Alumni  Association,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Fairhaven  Educators’  As- 
sociation, P.T.O.  parents,  Administrative  Council,  School  Committee.  The  in- 
tent of  these  meetings  was  to  gain  input  from  the  town  in  order  to  make  an 
informed  decision  as  to  an  appropriate  recommendation  to  Town  Meeting. 

Issues  relative  to  costs,  possible  savings,  curriculum,  facilities,  etc.  have 
been  discussed.  It  is  my  sense  that  at  least  a report  of  findings  will  be  forth- 
coming at  Town  Meeting  if  not  a recommendation  itself. 


BUILDINGS  AND  FACILITIES 

This  past  year  saw  a total  removal  of  asbestos  from  all  schools.  All  friable 
asbestos  was  removed  from  all  the  schools  in  town  with  the  exception  of  some 
totally  inaccessible  areas  of  the  high  school.  It  was  intended  to  defer  for  a year 
the  removal  of  the  ceiling  tiles  at  Wood  School  due  to  the  cost  involved,  but 
we  were  extremely  fortunate  in  that  the  monies  allocated  by  Town  Meeting 
were  sufficient  enough  and  the  bids  were  low  enough,  to  accomplish  this  along 
with  the  rest  of  the  asbestos  removal  throughout  the  system. 


Additionally,  a new  gas-fueled  boiler  was  installed  at  East  Fairhaven 
School  and  repairs  to  the  south  face  of  the  high  school  annex  were  completed. 

Relative  to  all  these  issues,  recognition  should  be  given  to  Mr.  Louis 
Rodrigues  for  overseeing  and  coordinating  the  completion  of  all  these  major 
repairs  during  last  summer.  Schools  opened  on  time  with  all  repairs  effected. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  ACCREDITATION 

As  indicated  last  year,  Fairhaven  High  School  was  to  undergo  its  ten  (10) 
year  accreditation  process  by  the  N.E.A.S.C.  This  process  did  in  fact  occur  this 
past  Fall.  Initial  findings  have  been  submitted  to  the  high  school  principal  for 
review  and  factual  correction.  The  final  report  is  due  mid-winter.  This  final 
report  will  be  reviewed  by  the  School  Committee  and  Administration  and  steps 
will  be  taken  to  adhere  to  its  recommendations. 

Although  the  final  report  has  not  yet  been  received  as  stated  previously, 
much  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  issue  of  facilities.  Initial  findings  state 
that . . . “serious  limitations  exist  with  the  facilities  support  for  specific  educa- 
tional programs,  including  the  following:  school  library/media,  physical  educa- 
tion, athletics,  laboratory  sciences,  computer  science,  foreign  language,  music, 
art,  home  economics.” 

It  is  my  intent  upon  reviewing  the  final  findings  with  the  School  Commit- 
tee, that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  addressing  these  issues  relative  to 
facilities  as  well  as  any  and  all  other  issues  raised. 


EDUCATIONAL  REFORM 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  Educational  Reform  legislation  was  filed  in 
the  Fall  of  1991.  Unfortunately,  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  nothing  has  yet 
occurred. 

Those  community  members  who  have  followed  this  issue  in  the  media  will 
know  that  the  issues  involved  are  complex  and  varied.  Funding  sources,  tenure, 
local  authority  are  but  a few  of  the  areas  being  bantered  about.  It  has  literally 
been  a “roller  coaster”  ride  anticipating  the  passage  of  meaningful  legislation. 
Collective  wisdom  dictates  that  if  appropriate  legislation  has  not  passed  by  Jan- 
uary 5,  1993,  then  the  entire  process  may  have  to  start  from  “square  one”  when 
the  new  legislature  is  seated  and  the  new  legislative  year  commences. 

This  issue  of  Educational  Reform  is  especially  frustrating  to  school  admin- 
istrators and  school  committees  insofar  as  future  state  funding  is  inexorably  tied 
to  the  whole  package.  The  uncertainty  of  funding  as  to  amounts  and  stability 
thereof  make  planning  impossible.  Not  only  is  long-range  planning  inhibited, 
short-range  planning  is  also  an  exercise  in  futility.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to 
address  the  needs  of  a school  system  and  to  establish  goals  if  there  is  no  stabil- 
ity or  certainty  as  to  fiscal  support. 
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CONCLUSION 

In  closing  I would  like  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one 
and  one  that  saw  our  first  steps  toward  rebuilding.  The  administration’s  goals  of 
maintenance,  rebuilding,  and  progression  are  as  valid  now  as  they  were  three 
(3)  years  ago. 

Hopefully,  with  the  support  of  the  community  and  Town  Meeting,  the 
school  department  will  be  able  to  maintain  the  reinstated,  additional  staff  this 
coming  year.  The  need  for  these  positions  to  remain  intact  have  been  stressed 
previously  in  this  report  and  to  remove  them  would  most  assuredly  be  taking  a 
step  backward. 

Attention  must  be  given  to  building  needs  and  especially  the  issue  of  the 
high  school  facilities.  Whether  regionalization  lies  in  the  future  for  Fairhaven  or 
not,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  our  current  facilities  are  sorely 
lacking  and  will  not  meet  the  need  of  our  students  in  the  next  century. 

For  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  to  appropriately  address  these  issues,  much 
community  input  will  be  required  and  some  very  difficult  fiscal  decisions  will 
have  to  be  made.  It  is  the  sincere  belief  of  the  administration  that  working 
together,  the  school  system  and  the  community  can  and  will  address  these  is- 
sues, and  in  doing  so  provide  a school  system  that  does  in  fact  meet  the  needs 
of  our  children  well  into  the  next  century.

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by 
the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  1992? 

Summary:  This  proposed  law  would  establish  a Health  Protection  Fund  to  pay 
for  health  programs  relating  to  tobacco  use,  including  distribution  of  informa- 
tion about  tobacco  use,  to  be  financed  by  a new  excise  tax  on  cigarettes  and 
smokeless  tobacco.  The  Health  Protection  Fund  would  be  used,  subject  to  ap- 
propriation by  the  state  Legislature,  to  supplement  existing  funding  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes:  school  health  education  programs  including  information 
about  the  hazards  of  tobacco  use;  smoking  prevention  and  smoking  cessation 
programs  in  the  workplace  and  community;  tobacco-related  public  service  ad- 
vertising; drug  education  programs;  support  of  prenatal  and  maternal  care  at 
community  health  centers  which  provide  programs  on  smoking  cessation  and 
information  on  the  harmful  effects  of  smoking;  and  monitoring  by  the  state  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  of  Illness  and  death  associated  with  tobacco. 

The  proposed  law  would  establish  a new  excise  tax  of  one  and  one-quarter 
cents  per  cigarette  (twenty-five  cents  per  pack  of  20)  and  twenty-five  percent 
of  the  wholesale  price  of  smokeless  tobacco.  This  excise  would  be  in  addition 
to  the  excise  already  imposed  on  cigarettes  and  smokeless  tobacco.  The  new 
excise  would  be  collected  by  the  state  Department  of  Revenue  under  the  same 
procedures  that  apply  to  the  existing  tobacco  excise. 

The  proposed  law  would  direct  the  State  Comptroller  to  report  annually  on  the 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  Health  Protection  Fund.  The  proposed  law 
states  that  if  any  of  its  provisions  were  found  invalid,  the  other  provisions 
would  remain  in  effect.  The  proposed  law  would  go  into  effect  on  January  1, 
1993.

Summary:  This  proposed  law  would  require  certain  banks,  insurance  compa- 
nies and  publicly-traded  corporations  to  file  annual  reports  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Secretary  of  State  listing  information  from  their  state  tax  returns,  includ- 
ing profit,  income,  corporate  income  tax  due,  deductions,  exemptions  and  cred- 
its. These  reports  would  be  made  public.  This  provision  would  apply  only  to 
those  banks,  insurance  companies  and  publicly-traded  corporations  required  by 
federal  and  other  Massachusetts  laws  to  disclose  information  concerning  their 
federal  tax  payments. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  require  the  annual  release  by  state  officials  of  a 
detailed  analysis  of  certain  tax  expenditures  enacted  or  changed  after  January 
1,  1988.  State  law  defines  a tax  expenditure  as  an  exemption,  exclusion,  deduc- 
tion, or  credit  that  results  in  less  corporate,  sales  or  income  tax  revenue  for  the 
state.  This  analysis  would  be  required  only  for  tax  expenditures  with  an  annual 
revenue  impact  of  $1,000,000  or  more.  The  analysis  would  include  information 
on  the  actual  revenue  loss,  as  well  as  the  number  and  proportion  of  taxpayers 
or  taxpaying  entities  benefiting  from  the  tax  expenditure,  according  to  income, 
profit,  receipts  or  sales.

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by 
the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  1992? 

Summary:  This  proposed  law  would  require  all  packaging  used  in  Massachu- 
setts on  or  after  July  1,  1996  to  be  reduced  in  size,  reusable,  or  made  of  materi- 
als that  have  been  or  could  be  recycled.  The  proposed  law  would  provide  for 
exemptions  for  health,  safety,  and  other  reasons  and  would  establish  penalties 
for  violations. 

Packaging  would  have  to  be  either  reduced  in  size  by  at  least  25%  every  five 
years;  or  designed  to  be  reusable  at  least  five  times,  with  at  least  50%  of  such 
packaging  actually  being  reused;  or  recycled  at  a 50%  rate;  or  composed  of 
25%  or  more  of  recycled  materials  (increasing  to  35%  on  July  1,  1999  and 
50%  on  July  1,  2002);  or  composed  of  materials  being  recycled  at  an  annual 
rate  of  25%  (increasing  to  35%  in  1999  and  50%  in  2002).  The  requirements 
would  apply  to  any  packaging  or  containers  used  to  protect,  store,  handle, 
transport,  display  or  sell  products. 
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These  requirements  would  not  be  applicable  to  tamper-resistant  or  tamper-evi- 
dent seals;  packaging  for  medication  or  medical  devices;  packaging  merely 
being  shipped  through  the  state;  packaging  required  by  federal  or  state  health 
or  safety  laws  or  regulations;  or  flexible  film  packaging  necessary  to  prevent 
food  from  spoiling. 

The  state  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  could  also  grant  exemptions 
for  packaging  that  represents  an  innovative  approach  for  which  additional  time 
is  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law;  or  packaging  made  of  material 
that  cannot  be  reused  or  recycled,  and  cannot  be  made  of  recycled  material, 
but  is  being  composted  at  a significant  rate;  or  products  for  which  there  is  no 
complying  packagings  and  for  which  compliance  with  the  law  would  impose 
undue  hardship  (other  than  increased  cost)  on  Massachusetts  residents.  A per- 
son applying  for  an  exemption  would  pay  a fee  to  be  used,  subject  to  legisla- 
tive appropriation,  to  pay  the  cost  of  administering  the  proposed  law. 

The  Department  would  be  required  to  issue  regulations  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
posed law  and  would  be  required  to  investigate  suspected  violations.  After  issu- 
ing a warning,  the  Department  could  assess  administrative  penalties  of  up  to 
$100  for  each  offense  and  up  to  $10,000  for  any  single  shipment  or  single  con- 
tinuing act  of  non-compliance.  The  state  Attorney  General  could  also  file  court 
actions  for  civil  penalties  of  up  to  $500  for  each  offense  and  up  to  $25,000  for 
any  single  shipment  or  continuing  act  of  non-compliance,  and  could  seek  a 
court  order  requiring  compliance.  Each  non-complying  piece  of  packaging 
would  be  considered  a separate  offense  or  act  of  non-compliance.

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by 
the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  1992? 
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Summary:  This  proposed  law  would  impose  an  excise  tax  on  oil,  toxic  chemi- 
cals, and  other  hazardous  substances,  and  would  direct  that  the  money  raised, 
along  with  the  fees  paid  by  hazardous  waste  transporters  and  specific  revenues 
under  other  state  laws,  be  deposited  in  the  state  Environmental  Challenge 
Fund.  Money  in  the  Fund  would  be  used,  subject  to  legislative  appropriation, 
to  assess  and  clean  up  sites  that  have  been  or  may  be  contaminated  by  oil  or 
hazardous  materials,  and  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  excise. 

As  of  July  1,  1993,  the  excise  would  apply  to  persons,  businesses,  and  other  en- 
tities possessing  50,000  pounds  or  more  of  oil  and  toxic  chemicals  covered  by 
the  proposed  law.  Toxic  chemicals  would  be  covered  if  classified  as  toxic  by 
the  federal  Environmental  Protection  Administration  (EPA)  under  federal  law. 
As  of  July  1,  1994,  substances  listed  as  hazardous  by  the  EPA  under  federal 
law  would  also  become  subject  to  the  excise. 

Until  June  30,  1995,  the  excise  would  be  two-tenths  of  one  cent  ($0,002)  per 
pound.  In  later  years,  the  state  Commissioner  of  Revenue  would  set  the  excise 
rate  at  a level,  not  to  exceed  two-tenths  of  one  cent  per  pound,  sufficient  to 
yield  $35  million  annually  in  1995  dollars. 

The  excise  would  not  apply  to  gasoline  or  other  special  engine  fuels,  jet  fuel 
taxed  under  other  state  law,  numbers  1 or  2 fuel  oil,  kerosene,  animal  or  vege- 
table oil,  or  waste  oil  classified  as  hazardous  waste  under  other  state  law.  Nor 
would  the  excise  apply  to  oils,  toxic  chemicals,  or  hazardous  substances 
merely  being  shipped  thorough  Massachusetts;  or  contained  in  a consumer 
product  intended  for  retail  sale;  or  present  in  a mixture  at  a concentration  of 
less  than  one  percent;  or  present  in  hazardous  waste  being  transported  by  a li- 
censed hazardous  waste  transporter  who  had  paid  or  will  pay  a transporter  fee 
under  state  law;  or  for  which  the  excise  tax  has  already  been  paid  under  the 
proposed  law  and  which  have  not  been  reprocessed  or  recycled  since  payment 
of  the  excise. 

The  excise  also  would  not  apply  to  oils,  toxic  chemicals,  or  hazardous  sub- 
stances that  are  possessed  by  individuals  for  personal,  non-business  purposes; 
or  are  contained  in  vehicles  or  vessels  intended  to  be  used  for  normal  pur- 
poses; or  are  produced  in  Massachusetts  as  a by-product  of  pollution  control 
equipment  or  the  clean-up  of  hazardous  materials  and  are  handled  in  compli- 
ance with  federal  and  state  environmental  laws.  Finally,  the  excise  would  not 
apply  to  toxic  chemicals  or  hazardous  substances  in  a manufactured  product 
the  use  of  which  requires  a specific  shape  or  design  and  which  does  not  release 
toxic  substances  under  normal  use. 
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Under  the  proposed  law,  the  excise  would  ordinarily  be  collected  from  the  first 
person  or  business  within  Massachusetts  to  come  into  possession  of  materials 
subject  to  the  tax.  If  that  person  or  business  had  not  paid  the  excise  a later  pos- 
sessor could  be  required  to  pay  the  excise  and  could  then  recover  a correspond- 
ing amount  from  the  first  possessor.  The  proposed  law  would  provide  credits 
for  excises  paid  on  materials  that  become  ingredients  in  the  manufacture  of 
other  materials  subject  to  the  tax,  and  it  would  provide  credits  for  similar  ex- 
cises or  taxes  paid  to  other  states. 

Persons  possessing  more  than  25,000  pounds  of  materials  subject  to  the  excise 
in  any  six-month  period  would  be  required  to  obtain  a license  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Revenue.  The  Commissioner  could  issue  regulations  establishing 
record-keeping  and  reporting  requirements  for  persons  possessing  such  materi- 
als. The  Commissioner  would  collect  the  excise  through  procedures  similar  to 
those  for  other  state  taxes  and  could  issue  regulations  to  implement  the  pro- 
posed law.

SECTION  8 - RECYCLING  FEE 
Amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Health  subject  to  the  approval  of  Town  Meeting,  shall  annu- 
ally establish  a fee  to  be  assessed  per  household.  The  fee  shall  be  based  on  the 
“net”  cost  of  the  household  waste  as  a proportion  of  all  waste  recycled  by  the 
Town  after  consideration  for  the  reimbursement  from  the  resale  of  recyclables 
and  shall  be  uniformly  assessed  to  each  household  unit. 

SECTION  9 COMPLIANCE  AND  ENFORCEMENT

No  person  other  than  the  resident  or  agents  authorized  by  the  approving 
authority  shall  be  allowed  to  remove  items  designated  in  Sections  6 and  7 from 
solid  waste  which  has  been  separated  or  put  at  curbside  for  pickup. 

Enforcement  of  this  recycling  program  By-law  will  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Health  or  its  agents,  or  by  any  police  officer.

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $1.00  from  Surplus  Revenue  and  to  accept 
as  a gift  from  Stanley  J.  Palys  and  Albina  M.  Palys  the  conveyance,  with  quit- 
claim covenants,  real  estate  located  on  Short  Beach  Road  to  be  used  for  conser- 
vation purposes  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

That  certain  parcel  of  land  situated  in  Fairhaven  in  the  County  of  Bristol 
and  said  Commonwealth,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Being  Lots  21,  24,  25,  26  on  Plan  of  Short  Beach  made  by  Thomas  B.

ARTICLE  18  SEWER  EASEMENT  - ALDEN  ROAD/WASHINGTON 
STREET 

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $1.00  from  Surplus  Revenue  and  to  autho- 
rize the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  take  by  eminent  domain,  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  or  in  any  other  manner  acquire  all  or  part  of  the  following  described 
easement  or  other  interests  therein,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and/or  the  Board  of  Public  Works  deem  advisable  for  the 
purpose  of  sewer  construction  and/or  operation  of  sewer  lines,  or  anything  re- 
lated or  pertinent  thereto,  and/or  for  the  purpose  of  access  roads  in  connection 
with  the  sewerage  disposal  works  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  including  pump- 
ing stations  and  related  facilities  and  appurtenances,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  or  borrow,  under  General  Laws,  transfer  from  available  funds  or 
otherwise  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  said  purpose.

Fair  consideration  as  aforesaid,  First  Bristol  Corporation,  Trustee  of  the 
Fairhaven  Commons  Realty  Trust,  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  does 
hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  the  said  grantee  and  its  successors  and  assigns 
that  it  will  not  and  those  claiming  under  it  shall  not  make  any  claim  for  dam- 
ages to  its  property  by  reason  of  any  digging  or  other  acts  and  things  done  by 
the  grantee,  or  its  agents,  servants  or  licensees  by  reason  thereof,  and  that  it 
will  not  and  those  claiming  under  it  shall  not,  in  any  way  or  manner,  interfere 
with  the  maintaining,  replacing,  repairing  and  inspecting  of  said  sewer  line  or 
any  part  thereof. 

ARTICLE  19  AMENDMENT  TO  SPECIAL  ACT 

Voted  to  strike  out  in  Section  3 of  Chapter  285  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as 
amended,  the  following  positions:  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  members  of  the  Sewer  Commission,  members  of  the  Park 
Commission  and  to  further  amend  by  adding  to  Section  3,  Chapter  285  the 
following:  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Commissioners  of  Trust 
Funds  and  elected  members  of  the  Housing  Authority.
